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MAO’S TALK IN | 
PEKING 


Chairman Mao Tse-tung 
has re-asserted his command 
of the Communist Party and 
therefore of the People’s 
Government in Peking. That 
is the main point of his talk 
to members of the Central 
Committee of | the, Party. 
‘Next. in importance is the 
clear’ indication that — the 
issues are limited to pace and 
method, not ‘matters — of 
principle, The North-East 
remains the ideal, but con- 
ditions in China Proper. are 
not yet ripe for - planned 
economy. In the old liberat- 
ed areas, and especially in 
North-East, he said, agrarian 
reform has been completed, 
social order established, 
economic construction is on 
the right track, standards of 
living are improving, :the 
problem of the ‘unemployed 
workers and intellectuals has 
been solved, and planned 
economy has begun. In ‘the 
areas taken over a year or so 
avo, some 400,000 bandits still 
make trouble, the land pro- 
blem has not been solved, in- 
dustry and commerce have 
not yet been “properly ad- 
justed," .the phenomenon of 
unemployment is still serious, 
and social order has not yet 
been  stublised. Therefore 
planned cconomy (meaning 
along full Socialist lines) 
must wait. 

Stability of currency .and 
prices and “approaching” 
budgetary ‘balance represent- 
ed a turn for the better but 
not yet a fundamental turn. 
For this three conditions were 
required:

This is merely a reiteration 
of the conditions Mr. Mao 
laid down in, his speech to 
the Government Council {wo 
months ago after Mr. Chen 
Yun had made his report on 
the food and economic pro- 
blems. There is one dif- 
ference, however. Qn_ that 
‘occasion, he specifically men- 
tioned the need also of (“big 
reductions”) in Army expen- 
diture as well. On this most 
important of all issues from 


the viewpoint .of balancing. 


the State finances, he adopts 
a milder tone, The People’s, 
Liberation Army, while “re- 
taining its main forces,” 
should demobilise part of its 
troops in 1950,. The  de- 
mobilisation must be carried 
out carefully, said Mr. Mao, 
so that the demobilised Army. 
men can settle down in pro- 
ductive work when they -re- 
turn home. Retrenchment is 
necessary in administrative. 
organs and superfluous per- 
sonnel should also be dealt 
with in such a manner ‘that 
they have the opportunity of 
obtaining work and study. ; 
The millions in. the Army 
cannot grumble about this,

"Since Democtacy is a living 
and growing philosophy and 
not simply a static form of 


-government—there are, for 


instance, great differences in 
e forms of Government in 
Britain, the United States and 
France, to-give only three 
examples, yet all are demo- 
cratic—it is important from 
time to ‘time to -renew our 
examination of the principled 
on which the democratic 
philosophy is fourided. | 


‘It is a mistake, and one which 
was made somewhat frequently 
after World War I, when polltical 
democracy appeared to be in full 
flood, to imagine that systems of 
administration ean be translated 
whole ond entire from one nation 
to another, They must, Nhe a 
good suit of clothes, be made to 
fit the wearer, 


But the principles which inform 
democratic administrations as op- 
posed to undemocratic ones are 
capable of translation. They have 
not national, but an Internation- 
al truth and not 2 temporary but 
a permanent validity. They need 
to be constantly discussed in the 
light of .our times and given the 
widest currency. oo 

This $s not only because they 
are at present under grave chol- 
lenge, but also because it Is only 
by. constantly refreshing ourselves 
ut the fountain of principle thut 
we can ensure that the adaptations 
of administrative: and _., polltical 
method, which new conditions 


constanly require, do not bring|”
